{n response to a successful scholarship challenge grant, the George 1. Alden Trust of Worcester, Massachusetts, recognized the 
College with an endowed scholarship to provide a perpetual source of revenue for financial aid. This scholarship is awarded to 
students from Worcester and greater Eastern Massachusetts. 

The Anton Science Honor Scholarship: Ryan Peter Larson 


A gift of Dr. Raymond J. Anton ‘66, this scholarship is presented to science majors in their senior year based on the 
recommendation of the department chair following significant academic achievement, and potential for career success. This 
tuition scholarship award recognizes proficiency by science majors, preferably concentra-tors in Biology. 





The Urban L. Bergeron Scholarship: Danielle Anna Beckert 


This scholarship is awarded to a Vermont resident ITom Chittenden County who has demonstrated financial need and renewed 
annually, contingent upon satisfactory academic progress. Ben Bergeron’39 was an Emeritus member of the College’s Board of 
Trustees and as publisher of the Burlington Free Press helped to establish the College’s journalism department. 


The Boutin Family Scholarship: Stephanie Marie Huckins 


This scholarship was established by Joseph L. Boutin ’69, a college trustee. Intent on helping students expe-rience a Saint 
Michael's education, he chose an endowed scholarship as his way of honoring his parents Bernard and Alice Boutin. A 1945 Saint 


Michael's graduate and a 1963 Honorary Degree recipient, Dr. Bernard Boutin served his alma mater as President from 1969 to 
1974 


The Monsignor W. J. Cain and Paul Cain Memorial Scholarship: Jessica Lynn Tatro, Jennifer Lynn Thygescn 


This fund provides scholarships for students from Vermont who might otherwise be unable to attend Saint Michael’s 
College. 


The Guy J. Chamberlain ’50 Scholarship: Jessica Mary McEachern, Joshua Kyle Vaillancourt 


This fund was established through a bequest to assist young people to further themselves. Awards are made 
to students based upon academic ability. 


K Cioffi Family Scholarship: Philippe Daniel Charles 


stablished by Ralph Cioffi ’78, this scholarship is awarded to support children of men and women killed in Iraq and/or 
Mghanistan while serving the United States in the armed services. In the event that a scholar meeting this criteria is not available, 
it will then be awarded to incoming first-year students from Rice High School, Burlington, VT; Mount Saint Joseph High School, 
Rutland, VT; Dwight Morrow High School, Englewood, NJ; All Hallows Institute, Bronx, NY. In the e\’ent that a scholar meeting 
any of the aforemen-tioned criteria is not available, the Cioffi Sholarship will be awarded to a Vermont student with 
demonstrated financial need.
